In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .11 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicant explains that fig.2 shows a vehicle consumer services 
interface (VCSI) 30 that monitors (receives) all information from the onboard vehicle devices such as the fuel sensor, 
the entertainment, the GPS, etc. as vehicle context, personalization context, enviromental context, etc. (specification 
para 0075, 0076, 0086, 0103). The VCSI is able to identify the context information. Since the applicant asserts that 
the important features of the invention is the capability of identifying the context information, the examiner asks the 
applicant to provide at least two information: (1 ) clarify the meaning of the context information (is it a format of the 
information, is it different categories of information such as the vehicle information, the personalization information, 
enviromental information); (2) show how the system identifies the information (if the informatin is identified by reading 
the message type indicated in the messages sent from the onboard vehicle subsystems?) in both the independent 
claims and in the specification. Since the applicant asserts that the present application is able to recognize the 
information from newly implemented devices, the examiner asks how the system recognize the information when the 
information from the newly implemented device is presented in different formats, in different language, etc. or how the 
system recognize the message when the system does not know the message identification of the newly implemented 
devices. The examiner explains that it is well known that when different sensors send messages to a controller, the 
messages normally contain a specific code identifying the sensor sending the message and the fault codes, therefore, 
from the message, the controller can identify which sensor send the specific the information using its look up table, etc. 
The examiner also explains that the present independent claims do not explicitly teaches communication and data flow 
between devices such as the VCSI, the PDA, and the onboard devices. The examiner explains that the current 
independent claims just broadly suggests identifying information received from on-board vehicle devices and providing 
a specific information to a remote location. Those limitation set forth in the independent claims are pretty well known to 
a person familiar with on-board diagnostics devices. The examiner also asks applicant to consider the teaching of 
McWalter et al (US 2003/0179233), Since the system taught by McWalter is capable of recognizing the devices 
available onboard the vehicle and providing information to the available devices accordingly (para 0039, 0041), the 
system taught by McWalter is capable of monitoring and identifying the context information suitable for the available 
device. The applicant agrees to further consider claims and the teaching of McWalter.
